the rebels had control of most of the 
town. During the night they discov- 
ered the federal stronghold, and by the 
aid of dynamite bombs and shells, a 
raging conflagration and fierce mus- 
ketry fire, fought their way to the 
famous old Spanish church, a brown 
colored building, whose high brick 
fence formed a barricade for the fed- 
erals. The . insurrectos took ths 
church at midnight. The federals re- 
tired farther into the city to the roofs 
of the municipal building, the edges of 
which were piled with bags for a bar- 
ricade. 

After the attack was renewed early 
today, and the rebels had brought 
their machine guns within deadly 
range, the federals retired to the bar- 
racks and insurrectos by the hundreds 
occupied the houses within 100 yards 
on very side. Their fire was rapidly 
demolishing the building. There was 
no other alternative for General Na- 
varro but to yield. 

Navarro Hoists White Fliag. 

Shrapnel was being poured into the 
hollow square of the barracks. Many 
federal cavalry horses were killed, The 
soldiers crowded the place to its ca- 
pacity. Only a few loopholes from 
which to shoot at the _ insurrectos 
pierced its sides. Finally, at noon, Gen- 
eral Navarro hoisted a white flag. He 
first attempted to send a messenger to 
Senor Obregon, one of the go-betweens 
in the recent peace negotiations, ask- 
ing him to arrange for a cessation of 
hostilities, or for an armistice; but the 
rebels would accept nothing except im- 
mediate surrender. 

The gray-haired general stood in the 
doorway of the barracks and received 
Colonel Garibaldi. Raoul Madero, a 
brother of the rebel leader, dashed for- 
ward with his gun pointed at Navarro, 
ready to shoot if Garibaldi was hit. 
Federals and insurrectos alike, how- 
ever, withheld their fire while the sur- 
render was being arranged. 

The fighting soon ceased, and atten- 
tion immediately was directed to the 
dead and wounded. 

Madero Gets 500 Prisoners. 

The federals in their humiliation tore 
off their visor caps and uniforms, and, 
under guard of the rebels, walked de- 
jectedly in their underclothing down 
the street to the corral. They number- 
ed about 500. Tonight it was reported 
150 of them had taken the oath of al- 
legiance to General Madero, and would 
join his forces. 

Church belis were rung, residents of 
the town appeared in the streets with 
sighs of relief, and the insurrectos be- 
gan a continuous uproar of shouts. 

The insurrectos began to collect 
thousands of rounds of ammunition 
from the federal barracks, and they 
easily have made the most valuable 
capture of the revolution. They now 
have two mortars, three machine guns 
and two field pieces. Their ammunition 
belts, somewhat depleted during the 
attack, are filled again. ‘ 

The town of Juarez has been mauled 
by bullets and shells beyond recogni- 
tion. Several houses have been burn- 
ed, numerous adobe dwellings are 
roofless, and some have large holes in 
thelr walls, exposing to view wrecked 
interiors. 

Flags of All Nations Flying. 

Window glasses, bedding and debris 
litter the streets. Scorés of buildings 
are punctured with bullet holes. Many 
show the destructive effect of the ar- 
tillery fire. The flags of all nations 
were flying from the dwellings of for- 
eign residents today.

IN THE. FACTORIES OF ATLANTA 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, May 10—(Special.)—The 
Manufacturing establishments in the 
city of Atlanta now number, according 
to the census figures for 1909, 483, em- 
ploying on an average throughout the 
year 12,301 wage-earners and 2,422 
salaried officials and clerks. 

The capital invested in manufactures 
of all kinds amounts to $30,878,000, and 
the annual value of the goods prodused 
exceeds that vast amount. 

As emphasizing the growth of At- 
lanta in five years, it is to be noted 
that the number of factories has in- 
creased 64 per cent; the investment of 
capital 43 per cent; salaries and wages 
have increased 1 per cent, and the cost 


of materials used has Increased 22 per | 


cent. 

The totals given in the advance re- 
port of the census bureau, prepared by 
Wildam M. Stuart, chief statistician 
for manufactures, give in concrete and 
irrefutable form the. basis for the 
claim that Atlanta owes its prosperity 
as much to its small manufacturing 
establishments as to any other single 
cause. 

Laundries Not tucluded. 

In the totals given above, steam 
laundries are not included, for the rea- 
son that 1909 was the first- year when 
such statistics were seoured. This 
industry has steadily advanced in im- 
portance, until there are now ten such 
establishments, having a capital: of 
$295,000, paying out annually in wages 
$269,000 and employing 769 wage-earn- 
ers, clerks and officers. 

urther details of the city’s growth 
in manufactures can be noted from the 
tabular statement appearing below:

Augusta Makes Good Showing. 

The figures for Augusta show that 
city ranked close to Macon, having 71 
factories, with capital of $11,066,000, 
and employed 5,397 officials, clerks and 
wage-earners, who received $2,153,000 
annually. The value of the annual 
product was $10,456,000. 

While the number of factories in 
Augusta had increased only 11 per. cent 
for 1909 over 1904, the capital invest- 
ment had increased 37 per cent, while 
salaries and wages had increased 35 
per cent. 

Columbus Supplies New Capital. 

The 55 manufacturing establishments 
in Columbus represent invested cap)- 
tal of $7,997,000, or an increase of 36 
per cent for 1909 over 1904. The of- 
ficials and wage-earners numbered 
4,818, receiving $1,952,000 a year. The 
Value of the annual production of the 
factories and mills amounted to $8,- 
652,000. 

Rome is credited with 36 establish- 
ments in the census report, represent- 
ing $1,551,000 of invested capital, and 
producing goods valued at 31,864,000. 
The number of officials and employees 
was 1,114. 

Waycross in its 21 factories produced 
goods valued at $1,203,000; employed 
1,206 officials and wage-earners, who 
received $533,000 annually. The capital 
invested in these plants amounted to 
$868,000.

Macon’s Good Showing. 

The city of Macon had 80 manufac- 
turing plants in 1909, as compared to 
61 in 1904. The capital invested 
amounted to $8,476,000; the number of 
officers and employees was 4,099, and 
the annual wage payments totaled 
$1,854,000. In addition there were 
three steam laundries with 118 offi- 
cials and employees.

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NATIONAL GUARD THE BACKBONE 


OF ARMY IN TIME OF TROUBLE 


—Col. M. J. O'Leary 


Savannah, Ga., May 10.—‘Conditions 
at the maneuver camp are such that 
there is absolutely no opportunity for 
instructton for militia officers,” said 
Colonel M. J. O’Leary, of the First in- 
fantry, Georgia National Guard, today, 
upon his return from a two weeks’ 
tour of duty at San Antonio, Texas. 

“There is no opportunity for field 
instruction of the regular soldiers or 
maneuvers. The regiments’ simply 
march out and march back. If a sol- 
dier enters a field then a complaint 
is made, and some farmer wants dam- 
ages.”” 


Colonel O’Leary says the mobiliza- 
tion, while a failure as far as “‘ma- 
neuvers go,” has demonstrated the na- 
tion’s woeful unpreparedness for war. 
He declares that in event of trouble 
the national guard would be the real 
backbone of the United States army. 

“In event of intervention tn Mexico,’’ 
declared Colonel O’Leary, “the national 
guard must be called out to take its 
place in the United States army, for 
intervention would mean that both 
Mexican federals and insurrectos would 
oppose the American army.” 
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in search of food and water. Their 
faces were unshaven and their hair 
unkempt and their eyes weakened by 
the loss of sleep by three days’ fight- 
ing, yet they went about joyfully, 
shouting “Viva Madero!” as they pass- 
ed one another.

James Mcnaghan, of Philadelphia, 
Pa.,'a student in Swarthmore college, 
who went sight-seeing in Juarez on 
Sunday, says he was arrested as a spy, 
and since then has been in prison, be- 
ing forced frequently during the fight-

General Madero Issues Statement. 

General Madero walked about the 
streets congratulating his men. Their 
horses had not yet been brought from 
the old camp late todhy. Tonight he 
issued the following statement: 

“The taking of Juarez is of great 
military and political importance to the 
revolutionists, and it assures us of a 
complete triumph in a short time. The 
forces which defended the town fought 
valiantly. 

‘They owe their defeat to the fact 
that our forces were inspired by the 
spirit to win political liberty, while 
the federals were only held in their 
ranks by the yoke of discipline. The 
majority are in the army against their 
will. For this reason I wish to an- 
nounce to ail soldiers that I will set 
them free as soon as I can find a way 
to insure some means of support for 
those who do not wish to incorporate 
themselves in my forces. 

“At present, I cannot set them free, 
as they have no means of subsistence, 
which would be dangerous As far as 
I can now observe, the majority of the 
prisoners will swell my forces. Some 
of the officers, I am sure, will enter 
my army, and those who wish to re- 
main true to the government of Porfirio 
Diaz will be exchanged for prisoners 
of war or political prisoners. 

“FRANCISCO I. MADERO, JR., 
“Provisional President of Mexico.” 
People With the Rebels. 

Much more ammunition than they 
ever dreamed to be in Juarez tonight 
is in the hands of the revolutionists. 
The sympathy of the people in the 
state of Chihuahua is with the rebels, 
and if they march southward toward 
Mexico City it is most certain they 
will recruit thousands of men.

NO RECOGNITION 


FOR THE REBELS 


United States Won’t Recognize 
Belligerency as Result of .- 
Juarez Victory. 


Washington, May 10.—Having cap- 
tured Juarez, the opinion prevails here 
that Madero’s next move will proba- 
bly be to march on Mexico City. The 
news of Madero’s victory will spread 
rapidly throughout Mexico, and with- 
out doubt recruits will swarm into his 
camp. 

There wil lbe one formidable obsta- 
cle to such a campaign—the difficulty 
of arming and supplying with ammu- 
nition his augmented forces. He can 
scarcely obtain these supplies from 
Texas, for the administration holds to 
its decision that arms cannot be per- 
mited to go to the rebels across the 
line before recognition of the bellig- 
erency of the Maderoists. 

So this question of the recognition 
of his belligerency assumes the first 
degree of importance to Madero, and 
an effort to secure such recognition 
from the state department is expected. 
Indications are that such a request 
wil inot be granted, for the present, 
at least. There is this serious objec- 
tion to doing so: By that act the 
Diaz government would be relieved of 
all pecuniary responsibility for any 
damage inflicted upon Americans by 
the rebed operations. 

The large American business in- 
terests in Mexico which have suffered 
severely by the insurrection would 
raise a strong protest against the 
adoption of q@ course that would pre- 
vent them from reinbursement for 
their losses. 

Just to what extent Madero has 
benefited b ythe capture of Juarez in 
changing his status in the eye of in- 
ternational law the officials here are 
not disposed to declare. But off-hand 
it is sai dthe United States will be 
obliged to recognize his defacti con- 
trol of Juarez, an international port 
of entry.

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NDING PAT ON A “BUSTED FLUSH.” — 

The most elaborate official defense yet made of the failure of 
ithe democratic state executive committee to call a primary to name 
the sticcessor to the four-year unexpired term of the late Senator 
Clay is published in another column. It is written by the Hon. 
John T. West, of Thomson, member from the state-at-large on 
the committee and a most estimable gentleman. ' 


To borrow a phrase from the great American game— 


This last-stand argument in rebuttal of the right of the people 
to name their senator is equivalent to standing pat upon a “busted 
flush.” 7 

Our friend, the colonel, has done. the best he could with the 
material at hand. But since one cannot in politics, as in life, make 
bricks without straw, the collapse of his structure shows to just 
what-lengths a good man, misled, may be driven. 

Analyze, one by one, his salient points! | 

First, he doubts whether the vote could be gotten out. He 
doubts. He does not know. But no man has a right to deprive the 
people of a right grown inalienable because of a personal doubt. 
That is the plea of the machine politician from time immemorial. 
Because of a doubt about getting out the vote, there will be no 
popular election, but a back-room juggle. That reasoning, applied 
consistently, would forever strangle any primary, any popular elec- 
tion, at any time, for any office. The principle of guidance-by- 
doubt, once settled, would rise up to haunt the party to dooms- 
day 

Second, the colonel declares the season of the year is inaus- 
picious for the farmers to come to the polls. The winter and not 
the summer months, he holds, are the time for elections, if the 
farmers are to be given a fair showing. Senator Clay died last 
fall. For six months The Constitution has been urging upon the 
committee to meet and call a primary! The primary could have 
been held months ago. Yet with the legislative session a bare 
seven weeks away ,it is proclaimed that the “farmer is too busy 
to vote.” Whose fault is it? But the farmer is not too busy to 
vote. He never is too busy to exercise his rights, these days. 
Under the teachings of the Farmers’ Union, and his own awaken- 
ing, he is fully capable of attending to his own business—political 
and otherwise. In full knowledge of these facts, the committee 
waits nearly six months and then kindly arranges to spare the 
dear farmer the trouble of voting in a “busy season” by attending 
to it for him in a Chinese-wall caucus. The cities will:have the ad- 
vantage in a primary now, thinks the colonel. Not the cities, 
colonel. Nor the country, either, colonel. Just the politicians! 
The farmer and the city man won’t get a look-in at a legislative 
jackpot. Without so much as “by your leave,’ their votes are 
going to be cast by proxy. 

Third, the colonel says the law lays the duty of senatorial elec- 
tion upon the legislature. Surely! There never has been a sen- 
ator elected in Georgia except by the legislature. But for the past 
twenty years the party law and state-wide sentiment have made the 
legislature merely the vehicle for carrying out the will of the peo- 
ple. The law no more places the duty of election upon this legis- 
lature than. upon any) that has ever assembled. To deprive the 
people of their rights |in this instance upon that ground, js to set 
the precedent to a permanent yielding of the right because the 
law lays the duty of election upon the legislature. 

Fourth, the colonel objects to the tumult and excitement that 
a primary would entail, pointing out that the political excitement 
of the past five years |has the people satiated. For five years the 
colonel’s wing of the |party has turned this state inside out, and 
lashed voters into a frpnzy never before approached, upon the plea 
of bringing government closer to the people. Here is an acid test 
of that principle. It was embodied in planks of the consecutive 
Macon and Atlanta platforms, now lost, strayed or stolen. And 
now the colonel virtually pleads, his wing having created all this 
delirium in the interests of “popular government’’—that the people 
are now tired of the delirium and, forsooth, “we'll save ’em the 
trouble of popular government!” 

Fifth, the colonel balks in the matter of expense. Evidently 
this is his most serious objection, since he devotes most space to it. 

The question of ¢xpense never has yet been raised in state- 
wide primaries in Georgia. Even the so-called “ring’—through its 
career, in its heyday—didn’t once falter at exertion or expense to 
give the people their rights or what they wanted. Starting upon 
the old system of county mass meeting, the vilified so-called “ring” 
brought government closer and closer to the people—senators and 
even judges and solicitors. It didn’t resort to crooks and turns 
and quibbles where popular rights were involved. It didn’t dissect 
hairs. Its harvest is the splendid popular method the committee 
now threatens to emasculate. 

But—The Constitution will brush the colonel’s king-pin objec- 
tion away like a spider-web. 'The Constitution has offered to guar- 
antee, and now repeats the offer to guarantee, that in a primary 
held between now and the legislative session not one candidate 
will have to spend one dollar. That the honor of the party, irre- 
spective of faction, may be saved; that a great democratic principle 
originated in Georgia may be preserved—The Constitution will, if 
necessary, go down in its own pocket before it will see the state 
subjected to an unfathomable humiliation. The personnel of can- 
didates doesn’t interest us. But we want to preserve a democratic 
principle and we want |the people to make their own selection. 

Next, the colonel opposes a primary because Tom Watson is 
its most active advocate, and because he did not abide by the pri- 
mary. In other words, Colonel West will govern his own attitude, 
pro or con, upon any question, by Mr. Watson's attitude, regard- 
less of right or wrong. If Mr. Watson approves the Ten Com- 
mandments, Colonel West will oppose them. If Mr. Watson says 
the world does go around, Colonel West will say it stands still. 
Fie, colonel, you have too logical a mind for that. As a matter 
of history, Mr. Watson is neither the first nor the most active ad- 
vocate for a primary. The Constitution, The Macon Telegraph, 
The Augusta Chronicle, The Athens Banner, The Rome Tribune- 
Herald, both of the Columbus dailies, both of the Savannah dailies 
—innumerable weekly papers throughout the state—declared for a 
primary long before Mr. Watson expressed himself, because they 
recognized the right of the principle involved and because they do 
not want to see the party stultify itself. 

Mr. Watson has his vagaries, but he has been invariably con- 
sistent in insisting that government be brought close to the peo- 
ple. And just because Watson didn't do his duty in bolting the 
primary—is Colonel West going to fail in his duty by repudiating 
his own platform and a gré¢at, non-partisan right of the people? 
Is he going to justify one wrong by committing another?

Oan’t Get Out Vote. 
“There being only one office to be

“May and June are two of the busiest 
months for the farmers. The com- 
plaint Mas been made in years past that 
it was a great injustice to the farm- 
ers to call a general primary so early 
as May or June, and the legislature hag 
Passed a law prohibiting the calling 
of a general primary so early. The 
angument has been that when a pri- 
mary was calleg at such a busy season 
with the farmers that they would aot 
go out to vote and that it gave the 
cities an unfair advantage. t occurs 
to me that the same reasoning would 
apply somewhat now. Senator Clay 
died soon after our last general state 
primary when the members of the 
present legislature were nominated and 
when the prominent political issues 
had been very thoroughly discussed 
throughout the state The law places 
upon this legislature the duty of élect- 
ing a sénator. No primary is legally 
binding upon the legislature. Any- 
thing that might be done in a primary 
would be merely advisory. ith the 
legislature composeq of members fresh 
from the people, when a large vote had 
been polled, I think at this time woulda 
as nearly give expression to the wishes 
of the democratic voters of the state 
as any primary that could be called 
now would do. Another thing, we had 
a good deal of interest and excitement 
all of last year over politics, and a 
great many of our people seem to want 
& rest on politics as far as possible 
this year. 


Regarding Expense. 


“Another thing is the question of 
expense. Our law makes no provision 
for paying the expenses of the man- 
agers in holding primary elections, and 
the expense therefor has to be paid by 
the candidates. When there is a gen- 
eral primary for all offices, or for a 
large number of offices, this expense 
being apportioned does not fall so 
heavily om any one candidate In 
rough way, without attempting to be 
accurate, I think it would cost some 
fifteen or twenty thousand dollars to 
Pay the expenses of a primary over 
the entire state. If there were only 
two candidates in the field it would 
cost something like seven or ten thou- 
Sand dollars to each one. This in ad- 
dition to his regular campaign ex- 
penses, stampbill, printing bil etc., 
as well as what he would have to pay 
in the way of paying for subscriptions 
in getting out papers favorable to his 
candidacy. So that no poor man could 
afford to enter the race unless his 
campaign was financed by some other 
person or persons Or corporations, and 
you will readily see if that shoulg be 
the case how he might be very much 
handicapped as a senator. There are 
quite a number of other thin that 
might be said, but as you asked an 
early reply, and as I am writing you 
rather hurriedly, I will not undertake 
to discuss any other reasons. 

“These, however, are my own indi- 
vidual views. I realize, of course, that, 
as I am @ member of the state exec- 
utive committee from the tenth con- 
gressional district, I owe a duty to the 
organized democrats of the district to 
consider their views, as well as to con- 
sider the direction of the convention 
by which I was made a member. So 
while my individual opinion is that it 
would not be advisable now to hold a 
primary, yet if I had any means of 
knowing the wishes of a majority of 
the organized democrats of the district, 
1 would subordinate my own views to 
that of these democrats. Permit me 
to say with equal frankness that while 
I consider it the privilege of every man 
to vote as he pleases, to belong to any 
party that his judgment and conscience 
dictate, and while every man must be 
the judge of his own conscience, yet 
nominations by a political party are 
made for the purpose of settling, for 
the time being, at least, the difference 
of opinions as to the policy to be pur- 
sued and the selection of the candi- 
dates to carry the party banner, and 
when this selection has been made by 
the method prescribed by the party 
machinery, then it occurs to me that it 
is right and proper that the result of 
the primary should be accepted by 
those participating therein. 

“If this is not done, is not a primary 
useless? If one can go into a primary 
and vote for the candidate of his choice 
and then only abide the result of: the 
primary in the event his candidate is 
nominated, while if the man against 
whom he votes is nominated he should 
turn and support his candidate in the 
primary against the regular nominee 
of the primary in which he had Voted, 
is this not giving such a man an undue 
advantage politically? If his man is 
nominated, well and good, the other 
man must accept the situation. 


Doesn't Like Watson. 


“If his candidate is defeated, then he 
will support either him as an independ- 
ent or some other person. I respect- 
fully submit that party faith would 
require him to vote for the nominee. 
Last year in the primary there were 
two exciting races—that between Gov- 
ernor Brown and Governor Smith, who 
were seeking the nomination for gov- 
ernor, and that for congress for this 
district by Messrs. vans, Eve and 
Hardwick. In both these contests 
these gentlemen were announced can- 
\didates long before the primary. Any- 
body who participated in the primary 
should have known that one of the 
gentlemen in each of the _ contest 
against whom he should vote might 
be nominated, and hence he went into 
the primary with his eyes open. 
Whether, after he had voted in the 
primary and the candidates for whom 
he had voted were defeated, it was 
good faith to refuse to support the 
successful candidates, either by re- 
maining away from the polis inten- 
tionally or in voting for some other 
running in opposition thereto, is a mat- 
ter for each man to decide on his own 
conscience. But I certainly think that 
one who should do this and who had 
repudiated nominations that had been 
made by the regular conventions of 
the democratic party, called for the 
purpose, would not be in a position to 
demand of the democratic party, 
through its executive committee, a pri- 
mary this year, haying repudiated the 
action of the primary last year, and 
the demands of such a one I donot 
think should be considered in arriving 
at a conclusion as to the wishes of the 
organized democratic voters of the dis- 
trict. 

“The present state executive com- 
mittee is the product of the last demo- 
cratic state convention.

Says Watson Lead. 


“I recognize the fact that primaries 
are not always binding and can be set 
aside for fraud, but the party provides 
& method by which the existence of 
fraud, such as to invalidate a primary, 
can be shown, and if any charges of 
fraud are made, they should be made 
through the regular channel prescribed 
by the party, and if not done, then the 
action of the party should be conclu- 
sive To allow any man by his own 
dictum to declare a nomination void 
because of alleged fraud or irregular- 
ity would destroy all organization. If 
the party is so corrupt, or has not pro- 
vided such machinery for the inves- 
tigation of these kind of charges, the 
voter always has his remedy by ceasing 
to affiliate with it; but how he éan 
repudiate the action of a state conven- 
tion and demand certain things, as 
these resolutions do, of an executive 
committee, the servants of that con- 
vention, I do not understand, and do 
not recognize his right to do so.

“I have confined myself to the third 
resolution presented to me, as that 
seemed to be the one to which my at- 
tention was more directly called, not 
attempting to discuss the first, second 
and fourth, as those are matters that 
pertain directly to the legislature. 

“Ags 1 stated before, I recognize every 
man’s right to belong to any party he 
wishes, and for all who differ from me 
I try to have the kindest feeling, but 
I am compelled to think that those who 
take part in a primary should be bound 
by the result.

The Gripes! i Manuscript of the 
F 1 Constitution. 
(From The Washington Star.) 

Open to the light of day for the first 
time in nine years, the Declaration of 
Independence and the constitution of 
the Uniteg States were today inspected 
by Secretary of State Knox, and found 
to be in as good condition as “when 
they were put away in their abiding 
Place, a steel safé especially designed 
for their custody. 

The four pages of the constituticg 
and the pages containing the resolution 
submitting the constitution to the 
states of the union are in excellent 
condition. The ink is as black as 
when fresh laid to the parchment with 
a quill pen, and is of a quality that 
will outlast\ any ink of modern make. 

The Declaration of Independence, 
with hardly a signature legible, of all 
those which were appended to it by the 
great men of the infant republic, how- 
ever, is otherwise losing nothing of 
legibility. Its condition is due to the 
fact that way back in 1852, when there 
were no other means known of getting 
a facsimile, a press copy was taken 
which absorbeqd the ink from nearly 
all the signature, but left the script 
of the body of the document still read- 
able, but more faint by half than it 
had been before. 

The declaration has also been ex- 
posed to strong sunlight while on ex- 
hibition at Philadelphia, in 1876, and 
at the Chicago exposition In 1393. 

The documents are kept in a light 
steel case that would offer only slight 
resistance to heat and fire. Each page 
is nermetically sealed between two 
pans of glass, which are then bound 
in wooden frames of highly polished 
Oa k. 

Secretary Knox directed that Chief 
Clerk McNeir make estimate for a safe 
repository for the documents that 
should be fireproof, waterproof, air- 
proof and lightproof. The two valu- 
able documents were then closed up 
again in the safe and the seal affixed 
to be openeqg again only for transfer 
to a stronger place of keeping. 

The documents will not be open to 
public inspection. The safe is Kept 
in the library of the state department.

MRS. CROUCH © 
WAS PRISONER? 


Says She Was, and Sues Con- 
tractor for $10,000 for Nail- 
ing Up House. 


Charging that she was held a pris- 
oner behind nailed and barred doors 
and denied the privilege of even com- 
municating with her friends outside, 
Mrs. Georgia Crouch has obtained a 
temporary injunction from Judge J. T. 
Pendleton, restraining C. L. Adams & 
Bros., a firm og contractors, from in- 
terfering with her possession of a 
house in Copenhill, which the contrac- 
tors were erecting for her. 

Mrs. Crouch claims in her petition 
that the only way in which she could 
retain possession of the premises was 
to remain in her room, the contractor 
telling her that if she left the house 
she could not enter it again. 

She claims that they nailed up the 
windows and nailed and locked the in- 
side doors, thus.preventing Mrs. Wil- 
liam F. Isom, to whom the house had 
been leased, from entering it to obtain 
any weawing apparel even while she 
herself was kept in the room where 
she was. 

Nailed Up the House. 

The situation arose over an alleged 
failure on the part of Mrs. Crouch to 
pay the contractors for some of the 
work, they refusing to turn the house 
over to Mrs. Isom, who had rented it 
from Mrs, Crouch. 

Mrs..Isom had given up her former 
lease with the expectation of going 
into the Crouch house on May 1; but, 
according to the petition, the work was 
not completed, though Mrs. Crouch 
claims that the contractors had agreed 
to do it by May 1. Mrs. Isom, however, 
being forced to leave her former house, 
moved her things into the house on 
Copenhill avenue; but on the night o7 
May 8, when she went to go into it, 
she was refused admittance by the 
fcontractors. Next morning, she says, 
she was put in possession by Mrs. 
Crocuh; but, during a temporary ab- 
sence, Adams, “with two of the rough- 
est and most uncouth men that he 
could find,” went to the house, nailing 
it up and barring all the doors and 
windows, so that she could not get in 
for her clothes, even. 

In view of the humiliation and nerv- 
ous strain to which she was submit- 
ted, Mrs. Isom asks for $10,000 dam- 
ages. The order, setting the case for 
hearing on May 13, was signed Wed- 
nesday morning by Judge Pendleton. 

Mrs. Crouch was also granted a tem- 
porary injunction restraining the men 
from denying her entrance to the 
house, and a hearing of this case was 
also set for May 13.

Congressman Lee Working to 
Place it at Chickamauga 
Park. 


Congressman Gordon Lee, of the gev- 
enth district, who is down from Wash- 
ington during the lull in matters leg- 
islative, was in the city yesterday on 
his way to Chickamauga, his home, 
where he will meet the commission 
recently appointed by President Taft 
to investigate and report upon the 
proposed establishment of a brigade 
post either in Georgia or Tennessee. 

The Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
Louis railroad and others have offered 
the government 3,000 acres of land at 
Tullahoma, Tenn., for this purpose, 
while Congressman Lee and others 
are pressing for the _ selection of 
Chickamauga. 

The commission of army officers 
named by the president to make re- 
port upon the two sites is now at 
Chickamauga looking over that place, 
and after spending several days there, 
will inspect the Tullahoma site. The 
commission is composed of Colonel 
Girard, Colonel Langfit, Major Cheat- 
ham, Major Whittenmeyer and Cap- 
tain Baker. . It will make its report to 
go to congress on December 1, next. 

Chickamauga the Best. 

“There is no question about the 
comparative advantages of the two 
sites,”” Congressman Lee said, in dis- 
cussing the matter while here. 

“At Chickamauga the government 
now owns some 7,000 acres around 
Fort Oglethorpe, which is more than 
twice as much ae is offered zt Tulla- 
homa. Besides that, it has already 
eptablishe dan electric plant, waret, 
sewerage and good roads, all of which 
would have to be supplied at Tulla- 
homa. 

“If the Tennessee site should be ac- 
cepted, it would probably involve an 
expenditure of $1,000,000 on the part 
of the government, while the expense 
at Chickamauga would, with every- 
thing at hand, be comparatively small.

Convenes With St Thomas 
Church, Thomastille 


Rt. Rev. Frederick F. Reese, 
Bishop of Diocese, Is Presid- 
ing---Prominent Clergy and 
Laity in Attendance---Bis 
Delivers Annual Address. 


Thomasville, Ga., May 10.—(Special.) 
The eighty-ninth annual convention of 
the Episcopal diocese of Georgia met 
here this morning in St. Thomas Epis- 
copal church. There are a number of 
prominent clergy and laity in attend- 
ance. 

Right Rev. Frederick F. Reese, 
bishop of the diocese, is presiding over 
the meetings. The convention opened 
this morning at 10 o’clock with devo- 
tional services of an hour, the sermon 
being preached by Rev. G. S. Whitney, 
of Augusta, for a number of years 
rector of the church here. After cele- 
bration of the holy communion, the 
regular business meeting was held, 
most of the time being taken up with 
reports of committees, etc. 

This afternoon Bishop Reese deliv- 
ered his annual address, which was 
able and interesting. 

Tonight a great missionary meeting 
was held, all of the other churches in 
town dismisisng their mid-week meet- 
ing to attend the services. 

This is the first time an Episcopal 
convention heaas ever been held in 
Thomasville, and much interest is be+ 
ing taken in it. Many of the mem- 
bers have never visited this section of 
“Wiregrass’’ Georgia before. 

The meetings will continue through 
Friday, and tomorrow’s sessions prom- 
ise to be interesting. 

A number of prominent members of 
the convention, both of the clergy 
and laity, are in attendance, Savannah 
and Augusta sending the largest rep- 
resentation. 

The Woman's Auxiliary and both the 
senior and junior branches are repre- 
sented. Mrs. Elliott, of Savananh, 
president of the auxiliary, made an 
interesting address this afternoon. 

Arbitration Reese’s Picea. 

Bishop Reese made an earnest ap- 
peal for the success of international 
arbitration. 

In his annual report to the conven- 
tion he said in part upon this subject: 

“It is well known that a treaty has 
been negotiated between the govern- 
ments of the United States and Great 
Britain providing for the arbitration of 
all disputes between the two countries. 
This proposed treaty has awakened 
deep interest on both sides of the 
ocean. 

“This matter is one which should 
appeal to the mind and heart of all 
well-disposed persons, and especially 
all disciples of the Prince of Peace. 

“The United States senate should 
realize that the ratification ot this 
treaty or a similar one is the earnest 
wish of the people. 

“This is a matter which I am sure 
may with entire propriety be acted 
upon by a convention of this sort. The 
church should speak its mind on great 
questions of principle affecting the so- 
cial life of mankind. This is not a 
question of expediency, of mere policy, 
about which we could well be silent. 
It is a question involving the life and 
well-being of human society, of the 
progress of civilization and Christian- 


ity.” 


CAPTAIN BOYD’S DEATH 
NOT DUE TO POISON 


Autopsy Is Said to Have 
Demonstrated This Fact 
Thoroughly. 


That Virgil H. Boyd, who died last 
Saturday night, presumably from the 
effects of a dose of disinfectant, died 
from apoplexy, or other natural 
causes, was fully established at an 
autopsy held on the body shortly be- 
fore the burial. The operation reveal- 
ed that the dead man died from that 
disease, or some other natural Cause, 
as no poison could be traced in his 
stomach. 

Robert Smith, the agent for the dis- 
infectant taken by Mr. Boyd shortly 
before his death, stated yesterday 
afternoon that the fluid would kill no 
one—not even a child, and that often- 
times he has known people to use it 
for throat trouble. 

Captain Boyd had been sick for sev- 
eral weeks prior to his death. He was 
a sufferer from apoplexy for some 
time, and about three weeks before 
his death, while in qa conversation with 
Robert Smith, one of his close friends, 
turned to the latter, and with an ex- 
pression on hig features that denoted 
peril, said: 

“Bob, I'm going to die pretty soon. 
don’t believe I'll live a month.” 

Mr. Smith laughingly assured him 
there was nothing in the belief and 
that it was only a hallucination. But 
last Saturday night, when Mr. Smith 
was notified that Captain Boyd wae 
dead, his first thought was of the pre- 
diction made by his dead:friend.

Southern Railway Chief Finds 
Outlook in South Most 
Cheering. 


Washington, May 10.—President W. 
W. Finley, of the Southern Railway 
Company, who has recently returned 
from an inspection trip, on which he 
was accompanied by members of the 
board of directors, in speaking today of 
business conditions in the southeastern 
states, said: 

“The agricultural outlook throughout 
the entire southeastern section seems 
to be very favorable. While in some 
localities in the southwestern part of the 
territery rains have somewhat retarded 
cotton planting, while replanting will be 
necessary in some small areas, it will 
have to be done to a very much smaller 
extent than was™necessary last year. 
Notwithstanding the increased atten- 
tion being given by southern farmers 
to corn and other crops, the aggregate 
acreage devoted to cotton will be some- 
what greater this year than last. The 
average preparation of the soil for 
planting this year has been unusually 
g00d. Farmers are using fertilizers 
more scientifically, and better farm- 
ing is being practiced very gen- 
erally throughout the south, which 
may be expected to result in an increase 
in the average yield per acre. As a re- 
sult of their prosperous season of 1910 
southern farmers, to a larger extent 
than usual, are able to finance this 
year’s operations themselves without 
the assistance of local merchants and 
banks. 

“Conditions in the cotton manufac- 
turing industry are not wholly favor- 
able, but, as the season progresses more 
definite ideas as to the size of this year’s 
cotton crop should bring about a more 
favorable relative adjustment of the 
prices of the raw material and the fin- 
ished products of the mills. The lumber 
business is still feeling the effects of 
restricted purchases on the part of the 
railways, but a slight improvement is 
noticeable in some of the lumber- 
producing localities. The condition of 
the iron and stéel industry in the south 
is substantially the same as in other 
parts of the country. With underlying 
financial and agricultural conditions fa- 
vorable and with a fair business in some 
industrial lines and some prospect for 
improvement in other lines, there is a 
reasonable basis for the expectation of 
an active business as the season pro- 
gresses. 

“The management of the Southern 
Railway Company is not unmindful of 
the requirements placed upon it by the 
increasing volume of traffic throughout 
its territory. It is, therefore, continu- 
ing its policy of improving its facilities 
for the aoveleptbent of business and for 
the movement of traffic. It has recent- 
ly taken steps to add substantially to 
its motive power for passenger and 
freight trains and to its passenger 
train equipment. Its carrying capacity 
is comfortably ahead of its present re- 
quirements. Looking forward to the 
progressive development of its terri- 
tory, the carrying capacity of those 
parts of its lines where the traffic is 
not sufficiently heavy to require double 
tracking is being increased by the con- 
struction of a modern system of lap- 
sidings, and these lap-sidings are being 
so constructed that, if business shall 
become sufficiently heavy for double- 
track lines, they can be used in a 
double-track system. In all of these 
matters the company is being governed 
hy practical, and not academic, consid- 
erations, and, in pursuance of this pol 
icy, the management now contemplates 
increasing its main line double-track- 
age at a point where the volume of traf: 
fic is heavy, and expects to be able to 
keep fully abreast of traffic require- 
ments without going beyond or strain- 
ing its present financial resources.”

BUILDING OF THROUGH HIGHWAYS 
TO BE INDORSED AT ROME MEET 


Rome, Ga., May 01.—(Special.)—That 
north Georgia is not behind other por- 
tions of the state in road-building and 
in enthusiasm for good roads will be 
demonstrated at a meeting to be held 
in Rome on Wednesday, June 14. In- 
vitations were on Wednesday sent out 
to the county commissioners and news- 
paper men of every county between 
Atlanta and Chattanooga, and between 
Rome and Birmingham. 

The purpose of the meeting is to or- 
ganize and oo-ordinate the forces of 
road-building and publicity into a defi- 
nite association to arrange for the 
building of through highways from 
point to point, and to connect with other 
such highways now being constructed 
elsewhere in the state. 

The movement is indorsed and en- 
thusiastically approved by several dif- 
ferent forces, the city of Rome, the 
county commissioners of Floyd, the 
Manufacturers and Merchants’ <Asso- 
ciation of Floyd county and The Rome 
Tribune-Herali. 

It is believed that every county in 
the territory interested will send dele- 
gates. Various projects will come up 
for discussion. Plans are already weil 
under way for a tri-county highway 
from Rome to Chattanooga, through 
Summerville and Lafayette. 

Another project is to be the consid- 
eration of a highway from Birming- 
ham to Atlanta, via Gadsden and Rome. 
It will only be a matter 6f time un- 
til there is a through national highway 
from north to south, from Chicago or 
Cincinati, and in making their plans, 
the Rome meeting will keep this idea 
in view, planning to connect at At- 
lanta with the Andersonville-Thomas- 
ville route to Florida. 

The first object of the meeting here, 
however, will be to organize compact- 
ly the forces in the territory between 
Atlanta and Chattanooga. The fur- 
ther development of the pian will come 
later. It will doubtless be decided at 
the Rome meeting to hold monthly 
gatherings in other cities along the 
route, and probably a series of en- 
durance runs during the summer 
months. to keep alive the interest in 
the project.

On every side mén who were only

Asa G. Candler, formerly president 
of the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, 
when seen about the matter yesterday 
was enthusiastic in the extreme.

Candler, it wilh be remembered, erect- 
ed the office building which bears his 
name almost entirely from Atlanta and 
Georgia products. Only such things as 
were not obtainable here were ordered 
else where. 

“I am not informed at this time,”’ 
said Mr. Candler, “as to just how far 
the. propose@® plan to make the hotel 
an entirely Atianta-made building can 
be carried. But I do know that for 
the city to have in her midst a hotel 
of which it «might be said that the 
majority of the furnishings and fix- 
tures, and that Practically all the 
building materials were the products 
of Atlanta's manufacturing industries, 
would be one of the greatest advertise- 
ments for the city of which I have any 
conception.” 

Investigations are now going on as 
to just how many of the furnishings 
and fixtures needed to equip such a 
hotel as is contemplated could be 
bought here. And while this work is 
not being done by the hotel committee, 
as a-body, members of the chamber 
of commerce are getting the necessary 
data and the chances are that when 
the hotel committee does take up the 
matter all necessary data will be in 
hand. It is believed that Chairman Ww. 
J. Owens will get his committee to- 
gether within the next few days and 
go thoroughly into the matter. 

Weuld Subscribe Liberally. 

Carl Witt, one of the city’s well 
known business men, is one of the most 
enthusiastic supporters of the move- 
ment to build the new hotel. When 
the matter was first brought up, Mr. 
Witt gave it his hearty indorsement, 
and on Wednesday he is reported as 
Saying that he would subscribe $1,000 
to help build such a hotel. 

In addition, Mr. Witt stated that he 
knew of numbers of other business 
men of the city who feel just as he 
does in the matter, and quite a num- 
ber of these he feels certain wil do- 
nate most liberally if the hotel is to 
be built by public subscription. 

Hotel Badly Needed. 

Professor Edward McKeon, of Marist 
college, is also another most enthusi- 
astic supporter of the movement to in- 
crease the city’s hotel facilities. In 
speaking of the matter, age om Mc- 
Keon states that when he first came 
to Atlanta several years ago, he had 
a number of friends who made a prac- 
tice of coming to Atirnta at least onze 
each year and spending a week or 
more. Of late, however, these friends 
have found hotel accommodations so 
hard to sesure that none of them come 
as regularly as formerly, and some 
have quit coming entirely. 

This is only one of a number of sim- 
ilar cases which are coming to light 
Since the agitation was started sev- 
eral days ago, and with each recurring 
incident, Atlanta business men become 
more and more thoroughly convinced 
that the city must have at least one 
= large hotel in the immediate fu- 

ure.

BRATTON CASE

LIEUT. KELLY 
KILLED IN FALL 


San Antonio, Texas, May 10.—A bolt 
hole, an eighth of an inch in diameter, 
bored where it should not have been in 
the prong of the “seat fork” of the 
army’s Curtiss aeroplane, caused the 
death of Lieutenant George E. M. Kelly, 
Thirtieth infantry, at 7:30 o’clock this 
morning upon the aviation field at the 
maneuvers camp. Such is the verdict 
of a board of officers of the aero com- 
pany which investigated the accident. 
The board finds the accident was un- 
avoidable, due probably to structural 
weakness of the aeroplane. 

Lieutenant Kelly had made a perfect 
flight, and was landing when the shock 

the contact with the ground broke 
the “finger” at the misplaced bolt hole 
and twisted the machine. One of the 
supporting wires caught on the engine 
and threw it wide open at a sped of 
75 miles an hour. The aeroplane shot 
forward and headed directly for the 
tents of the Eleventh infantry. Lieu- 
tenant Kelly saw the danger to the oc- 
cupants of the tents, and sought to 
turn the machine. . 

One of the planes struck an embank- 
ment and toppled the aeroplane over. 
Lieutenant Kelly was thrown 20 feet 
from the wreck, and landed on his head. 
His neck was broken and his skull 
fractured.

at all, can hardly be reached inside of 
six years from the present time. 

The spirit of the commissioners has 
been, without exception, fine, although 
there have arisen sharp points of dif- 
ference in opinions not only as to de- 
tails, but as to the general proposition 
of federation. The question has been 
raised, in friendly discussions between 
commissioners, as to whether union is 
desirable or whether more effective 
work can be done by the separate rival 
onganizations as they now exist. What- 
ever differences have cropped out have 
been. candid and with the best in- 
terests of Methodism as a whole avow- 
edly at heart. It seems probable at 
this time, however, that there will be 
no serious friction and the recommen- 
dations of the joint commission to the 
various general conferences will be 
practically unanimous.

MAY CHANGE CARS 
ON MOVING TRAIN 


Supreme Court So Holds in 
Case of Mrs. Auld, of 
berton. 


The supreme court yesterday handed 
down an interesting decision relating 
to the rights of passengers on trains. 

Mrs. Eliza Auld, of Elberton, was kill- 
ed while a passenger on the Southern 
railroad in South Carolina: her hus- 
band died shortly afterward, and the 
executor of her estate brought suit 
against the railroad company for the 
benefit of her children. 

It appeared that she was going from 
the coach in which she had been sitting 
back to another coach in the rear; she 
was seen to leave the front coach, and 
was never seen in life again. In some 
way, which was unknown, she fell from 
the train, and was killed. : 

Burton Smith, who represented the 
executor of Mrs. Auld, contended that 
under modern conditions of travel a 
passenger had a right to go from one 
coach to another, even though the train 
was moving rapidly. 

The railroad contended that a pes- 
senger had no right to go from one 
car to another’while the train was in 
rapid motion, and Judge Ragan, pre- 
siding in DeKalb when the case was 
tried, agreed with the railroad, and 
granted a nog-suit. 

Mr. Smith carried the case to the su- 
preme court, which reversed this de- 
cision, and Judge Evans, the presiding 
justice, sustained Mr. Smith's conten- 
tion and held that under modern con- 
ditions of travel it is not legal negli- 
gence for a person to go from one 
coach to another, even though the 
train is in rapid motion. 

The case will now be tried before a

The committee also agreed to specify 
that all bonds shall be taxed except 
those issued by the United States, the 
state of Georgia and the counties and 
cities in Georgia. 

In order to make foreign corpora-. 
tions pay taxes on stock when such 
corporations are doing business. and 
have stock held in the city, the com- 
mittee inserted a special paragraph. 

Will Leave No Loopholes. 

The following provision was allowed 
to remain, although some objections . 
have been made to it: 

“No tax shall be levied on any real 
or personal property, or equity there- 
in, or surplus or undivided profits held 
and owned by any bank or banking as- 
sociation, the value of which is repre- 
sented in the market value of iis 
shares of stock, but where such prop- 
erty is not represented in the market 
value of said shares, same shall be 
taxed as other property held and own- 
ed by other persons.” 

Members of the committee § stated 
that the new ordinance would be sc 
drawn up as to leave no loophole for 
anybody to escape paying to the city 
every dollar that was due for persona! 
taxes. Wherever in the old ordinance 
the assessments were left in any way 
to the discretion of the assessors or 
to the judgment of taxpayers, the com- 
mittee will make the law clear and ex- 
plicit.

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*“T have come in to ask you to keep 
up in your department the crusade 
against the fly,”’ said a gentleman, the 
husband of a housekeeper, yesterday. 
You may think people are tired of 
hearing of it, but there are so many 
yet not educated up to the knowledge 
of the dangers of the fly, you cannot 
make the crusade too strong. 

“The Kansas state board of health,” 
he continued, “have gotten out mest 
enticing literature on the subject. 
While the anti-fly crusade of Detroit, 
Mich., are employing the best writers 
in the country to contribute to litera- 
ture educating people on the subject of 
the fly.” 

“Are you doing anything to make 
the work better for your having lived 
in it?” asks the Kansas board of 
health. 

“God bless the man who first in- 
vented screens. The device that has 
at once brought the greatest degree of 
personal comfort, cleanliness of house- 
hold and individual safety is the door 
and window screen. No other inven- 
tion of the last quarter of a century 
can compare with its worth ang utility 
as a life and health saver, and yet, un- 
til recently, screens were used prin- 
cipally to exclude the fly ang mosquito 
solely on the ground of personal com- 
fort. 

“Heads of families who are looking 
for an investment may be assured of 
one that is certain of enormous re- 
turns through the prevention of sick- 
ness and maybe death by the early and 
effective screening of every outside 
door and window of their home. It is 
much easier to keep flies out by proper 
screening than to get them out once 
they get in. Screen your house! Scien- 
tists of all countries are agreed on one 
point—that the fly is carrier of dis- 
ease germs-——therefore, screen your 
house! 

“Flies love to feast on filth, and then 
get into the house and wipe their feet 
on your cake or baby’s bottle. Screen 
the house! It is true they are nature's 
ecavengers, but they spreag filth and 
very often disease in doing their work; 
besides it is better to do your ewn 
ecavengering by keeping clean than to 
have the fly do it for you; for not 
only is the fly a dangerous companion, 
but clean people are beginning to 
suspect that those who have filles 
about them are dirty housekeepers, 
else flies would not be there. If, 
therefore, you wish to bear the repu- 
tation of cleanliness in your neighbor- 
hood, be sure that your trash and ma- 
mure heaps are frequently removed, 
and thet your house is properly | 
screened!’’

“What does a man know about house- 
keeping?” » 

The answer to the question may of- 
fer a difference of opinion. Perhaps if 
we consider man on the average, we 
can say his knowledge of specific detail 
is not, speaking critically, exhaustive. 
There is not one man in ten who, if he 
shuts his eyes, can name three-fourths 
of the articles on the bed room dresser. 
Only last week I noticed, for the first 
time a vase in my den—and I try to be 
fairly observing. It had been there for 
a year. 

But if man—and I refer hereafter 
to the married man—is noticeably weak 
on specific detail, on concrete appear- 
ances he is unusually strong.

‘around everywhere.” 

To a long-married man the half of a 
woman’s virtues lies in her housekeep- 
ing. Much as he may love her for her per- 
gonality and affection, if she is deficient 
along the vital line of home-orderliness 
his respect and love will largely dwin- 
dle. This statement is made without 
reserve and from careful observation. 
A-good housekeeper can fail along sev- 
eral lines and still stand high in her 
husband’s esteem. eBauty is surface 
deep; magnetic attraction in time can 
wear off; long association may dull the 
springs of interest; but an orderly, 
clean house, well-cooked meals and a 
general tidy atmosphere never pall. 
Man is a domestic animal, and he wants 
as careful housing as any thorough-

> TO AMERICAN CITIES*

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That the effort of the women of At- 
lanta to establish a historic museum 
is timely from a local standpoint as 
well as in line with a spirit which in 
this direction is animating work in all 
the large cities is illustrated in an able 
article in this month’s American City, 
entitled “Museums and Their Value to 
a City.” 

Reviewing museums and their his- 
tory, the period they mark in a na- 
tion’s growth, and their artistic value, 
the value they are educationally, and 
the fact that for generations the Amer- 
ican student has had to go to foreign 
lands to study the story which are own 
museums now afford, the writer con- 
cludes by saying: 

“There was a time in the dim and 
misty past when museums were like 
morgues. Things were buried in their 
cases only to be resurrected by some 
scholar or savant. Today all this is 
enol ‘while much material is 
housed which is of value only to the 
profound student, there is a constant 
effort to make the contents valuable 
to the whole community. No longer is 
their care intrusted to some old fossil, 
who, wrapped up in a pet hobby of 
his own, gives no thought to the gen- 
eral public; but instead the best and 


most alert men are sought for, who are 
ever ready to give information and 
make the institution so much a part 
of the municipality that its people will 
look upon it as a necessity; and the 
slight taxation required for mainte- 
nance is counted an asset in the city’s 
material prosperity and good nanie. 
The time is coming when for a city to 
be without its museum and picture 
gallery will be as great a disgrace as 
to be without its city hall.’
